Now, If your Honor please, when that affidavit
wasé made It was made under these eclrenm-
gtances:—When My, McKenna appllsd to me to
aot s his counsel 1n the matter, Ilesrnad that
on the evening of his arrest he had staled to the
Un ted States Marshal thathe ocoupled this rela-
tion fo the Ohillan Government., Somo state-
ments had been made in the publie press preju-
Alelal to his charactor, and lmpugning the state-
ment which he then made. Bubsequently
telegram was recelved trom Wisbington by my
learned friend, the Distriet Attorney, some what

rguivocal . In 1t  character and tending
to thyow & doubt wupon the troe rela
tiem im which  Mr. MocKenoa  steed

to bls Government, In view of these clroume
gtavoes, and in view of the fact, which 18 en-
srely familiar to the Court and to my learned
friend, that these privileges nccorded o tho
Government which sends its reprosentative hece
—a privilege which the Governmont has in its
w\nnrmtn:we-—thnl be shall not be uecésted or
Al f('cted to tho laws ol the countryto which
he e sewt; In view of this gooeral princiole I

by the processes of our courtn of law, and to
put forward his title and c'alm the privilege to
which I eaw he was entitled. 1t 8 dueto Mr,
MeKenng fto say-—-and [ know my learned friend
the District Attorney will excuge me for making
the statement—it 15 due 1o Mr. McKenna that
1 should say that from the moment he placed
the case in my hande, asserting hig entire inoo-
cence of any breach of the neutrality lnws of this
Government, he meisted that be would place
himself on trinl, and not permit any etain to
rest upon him, such as it might be supposed
would, il he permitted an indictment to repuse

i our courts without submittine himself
to their juriediction. This was his poar
pose  irom the first moment he pre-

sented himeell to me, and I belleve has been
from first to last his yndividual purposs, 1 am
glud to be able to say that circumstances have
ocouired which make it proper, in my jndgment,
that Mr. MeKenna should waive the privileze
to which he 18 euticled and put himeell on trial,
us an individual ordinarily does in the courts ol
tiie country. 1 bave in my possession, and I am
at liberty to say that I have shown it to my
lesrned (riend, the District Attorney, a lettor
written by the Chilian Minister explanatory of
i telegram which came to the District Attorney
a? an officcr of this court.

New Yorg, February 12. 1806, —My Dear Siri—As
it may prove ol interest in the ense of Mr. B. V. Mo.
Konnn, in waloh you aro connsol, to establisn his
churacter ns s man ol honor and rrath in its real
light, I deem it my duty to state to you that I for-
warded him at the proser fime the appomutment of
Secrotary of this Legation, accordiug (0 instructions
wioeh 1| hona reoceived wrom my Government, But
of Mr, Viennn Mchenna had not yet boon officinlly
presented to the State Departmont, be waa froe to
assume or decline that puiglun. I'hiz eireumstance
explains why tne Hon, Secrelary ol 8ta'e mformed
the Distniot Attorney that Me, MeBonna was not
recordea us sueh secretary at the State Department,
and at the same time places in ite 1roe light the tele-
eram ¥ hich 1 sent to hat tonotionary, stanng that
MrMeKenna may not be considered as seorelary,
for whieh purpose I take plensure in sonding yon
fhis commuuicatien. I have the Lomor to, your

Now, with this expliaation and the reading of
these pupers, which | bave thought it due to the
posttion which Mr., McKenna holds, and the
crcumsiances under which the proceedings in
this Court nave been instituted, I now, upon his
behalf, withdraw all claim to the Fﬂ\'lluf;e. con-
ceiving that he is jnstitled in so doing in refer-
ence to his Government; and we are desirous of
pl(-admg to the mdictment at a9 early a period
as the Court may indicate, and as may be Jmimd
by myv learned friend on the other side, Mr.
MacKenna would suffer any saorifics rather than
in uny manner implicate or prejudice his own
Government mn toe eyes of this country, or in
the eyes of the world, At the same time he con-
siders it due to himsell that he rhould vindicute
his innocence ol this charge in the only way
which, by the lawe of this country, n man is per-
mitted to do. Therefore. may it piease your
Honor, we are ready to plead to the indiwetment.

UNI1ED STATES DISTRICT ATTORMEY'S BEILY,

E" Mr. Dickinson—Your Honor, the course which
the learned eounsel proposes 18 endirely satisfac-
tory to us—the Government, on its part, making
the explanation of its conrse, A series of these
glu-&th-lm srising ont of the conflict between the
pomsh and Chilian Governments were thrown
on the office of the United States District-Attor-
ney very suddenly and unpreparedly. Under
these clicumstunces 1 had wo opportunity to
commiinicatle with the Department of State, or
with the Presidemt, and I, therefors, took
such measures as I deemed due to the occasion
and due to the dignity of the Government which
1 wus perantted to represent in an humble
way. Under my directions measures wore at
ouce instituted in all these matters for the pre-
servation of the neutral laws of the country, and
in justice to the Government, to the President,
and fo the Secretary ol State, I am very happy
to 8ay that when the whole matter came to the
kunowledge, at the very earliest moment there-
after 1 received for a response, that my !clinu
wos commended by the ﬁroaldunt snd the De-
partment of State, and the Government ul Wash-
Ington was deterninoed, under all circumstances
w hutsoever, 10 execute impartially and firmly
and 1n good laith the law, and insist on the ob:
servance ol the neutrality laws of the country.
Circumstances last week eame to the know edge
ol the Distriot Attorney that made it proper
that  Senor MoKeépna should be presented
to the Grand Jury of the county, His
enge was necordingly presented, and “the in-
dietment which is presented and now under con-
sideration wag found., On the evening of the
6th instant 1 believe Mr. McKenna was arrested
by a bench warrant issued from this Court on
that indictment, Early on the morning of the
7th 1 learned from the Marshal that he had
aseorted a privilege as the Seeretary of the
Chilian Legation. Up to that time I had no
knowledge or expectation, belief or suepicion,
that he claimed any such relation. On the con-
teary, the relution in which we had found him
was exeouting the maliers of the Chilian Gov-
ernment ns sgent—apecial or conlidential agent
—of that Government, Early on the morning
of the 7ih, however, hearing that Mr, McKenna
bad nsserted such & privileze, [ sent s despatoh
to the State Departiment to Becwetary Beward,
inquiring somewhat in detnil what relation he
really oceupied to the Chilhian Government, If

any.

This constitntes and gives the whole history
ol the course of the Governmont in this matter.
I have read the document, which justifies, as 1
suppose, with deterence, its action. We have no
dispositiom to turn to the right hand or the lett
to do wrong or to bring oppression to this gea-
tlemun, But we simply treat him according to
what we understand 8 due to the vicla ton of
the laws, if it ¢hall be proved that he has vio-
Inted them, a8 we are advised.

We do not wish to hurry on the matter to his
o1 his counsgel's inconvenience. We do not wish
to delay it to hig'inconvenience, or to the detri-
ment of justice on the other hand, We wish to
take the usual course, and to deal with him ns
a stranger, and as bound to recurd him asa
gentleman until he is proved otherwise. We
but regard him as the law regards all—all are
alike entitled to equal rights and privileges,
This, your Honor, our position, and we are
content with the proporition of ithe learned
counsel on the other side.

MR. BETOUGHTON'S REPLY.

AMr. Btonghion replied:—May it please your
Honor, in relerence to the certificate just read
by my learned friend, your Honor is perfectly
nware that an act of Congress provides that any
serson concerned in the arrest ol a minlster of' s
foreign country to this Government—which 18
held to extendjlo a Secretary of Legation —pro-
vides that any person who shall arrest or cause
the arrest of a minister so accradited, whether
be may bave been at the time received or not,
coming to this countrv in that capacity, is re-
garded as o disturber of the repose and publie

eace of the counvtry, and is punishable

y heavy fine an by imprisonment,
I° mention this, because my learped
friend bhas read & ocrvificate from  Mr.
Seward, Becretary of State, which certificate
accords enfuely with the stalemeny of Mr.
McKenna, that he hus not been presented in
thut eharacter here. My learped friend argues
that trom the whole inference to be drawn from
this circumstance he would not be euntitled to
the privilege. It ls held that a person who
comes to this country in that capaclly comes
within the provisions of the act of Congress, |
do uot wish to appesr here us waiving or pre-
tending to wiive something which I have not
vhe best resson to suppore exists, or that 1 make
thig explanstion on aecount of the Secretury of
Btate's certificate,

Mr. Dickinson—The certificate is part of ihe
history of this case as to the course the Govern«
ment feels bound to take, and as showing that
the Government I8 acting in gou. faith, and
necording 1o the record. [ do not understand
any other rule than this, that the Government
is justified io its course, What its relations are
to the representalive of a foreign country does
uot come under discussion here, .

My, Btoughton—It relates to the privileges of o
minister or other privileged person pussing
throvgh to the geat of Government.

Mr. Dickinson—No person Is recognized as &
minister till he is acoredited and accepted as
sueh, 1 am prepared to wecept such disposition
ol the case %8 may be most convenient to Mr.
MeKenna and the learned counsel, Mr, MecKenna
returns & plea of ot guilty,

Ar. Bloughton—You do not want to go through
the formality of an indictment.

THE EXEQUATUR TO DR, ROGERS, CHILIAN CONAUL,
BREVOKED,

The exoquatur issued on the 13th day of Octo-
ber, 1864, 1 izing EBstapan Ro, as Consul
ad interim of the Republic of Chill for the port
of New York and its dependencies, and declar-
ing him free to exercise mnd enjoy such funo-
tions aud privileges ws are allowed to consuls,
has beon xevoked by the President,

To closs the
esiate Mr, Russ took the stock at the appralsed
valus and gold it, When the stock me vala-
able an aotion was brought against the heirs of

Lands in Town,

The General Land Office has just prepared a

Equalization of Noanties,

There are two orthree propositions pending
before Congress for the equalization of bounties
of oldiers, and the parties who are nrging the
mensure are industriously at work in the lobby
endeavoring to make votes for either of the pro-
positions, From present indications it will
require more industry from the lobbyists, and
the payment of a much greater sum to them
than was calculated upon by the real partics
interested, in order to get even one-fourth, to
gy nothing of a majority of the members of
Corgress, to vole for a bill such as is
contewplated, Bo far there are not probably
twenly members of the House in favor of the
mensure, and when it comes to be known that
aiter all the soldiers would not be in one case
out ol every tweuty the recipient of the bounty
money, should such an act be passed, and that
about four-fifths of all Lounties would go to
speculators and claim agents, who have long
since bought the soldiers’ certificates, which en-
titles the holder to the bounty, we imagine that
upon a vote being taken there would not be
tound o half-dozen members in favor of the bill.
It bas already been shown by statesmen, and
from the Paymuster-General and Provost Mar-
shal-General, that to equalize bounties it would
requure nn approprigtion of over six hundred
millhon dollars,
